1) 
and 2) state nothing about the FcRn receptor; and they do not show, or specifically suggest, 
mutant forms with increased in vivo half life. Ref 3) teaches the role of the FcRn in transcytosis, 
but indicates (pg. 2434) that the receptor involved in IgG catabolism has yet to be identified; also 
the reference teaches no mutant forms having increased in vivo half life.
